CREATED PROFOUND INTEREST 


Mr. Taft's Chanced Attitude Toward 


the Insurgents Whom He Had De­ 
prived of Their St are in Federal 
Patronage Is the General Topic cf 
Comment at the National Capital 
Just Now. 


W ashington, 
S c il. 
16,—The 
an­ 
nouncement from Beverly of President 
T u fts changed attitude toward insur­ 
gent senators and representatives in 
the m atter of federal patronage has 
created proo'und interest here. 
T here have been 
indications 
the 
past week thai s tell a change of {policy 
was being evolved. 
The senators who 
have been deprived of their patronage 
as a matter of political discipline or 
who have been heard to complain that 
their recom m endations were ignored 
are La F ollette of W isconsin, Bristow 
of Kansas and Cumm ins and Hoi liver 
of Iowa. 
Senator Beveridge had som e difficul­ 
ty about postm asters and there was 
quite a flurry at one tim e last spring 
because it was currently reported that 
Prescient Taft had asked ex-Senator 
Hem en way and ex-R epresentative W at­ 
son to subm it a list of postm asters in 
Indiana who should be named to office. 
But this was finally adjusted in a way 
that satisfied Senator Beveridge. 
He 
had an experience more recently that 
was 
not 
so satisfactory. A vacancy 
occurred in the office of deputy auditor 
of the postoffice departm ent. 
An indi­ 
ana man shocked the country by re­ 
signing. breaking all precedents of In­ 
diana officeholders. 
The office had 
been held by Indiana men sin ce Presi­ 
dent M cK inley’s first term. 
Senator 
Beveridge im m ediately recom m ended 
an Indiana Republican for the vacancy. 
After som e hesitation the treasury de­ 
partm ent announced that the office 
I ad been abolished as a m atter of 
econom y, there having been two dep­ 
uty auditors for the postoffice depart­ 
m ent, and it w as announced that one 
could perform the work. 
Senator Bev­ 
eridge’s friends asserted-'th at'th e de­ 
partm ent abolished th e office rather 
than appoint the m an he had recom ­ 
m ended and thus give him the oppor­ 
tunity of' strengthening his candidacy 
for re-election. 
Senator B r isto l’s complaint: against 
the adm inistration was uttered just 
about the tim e congress adjourned, 
when he watt not perm itted to nam e 
the postm aster for his home city. Sa­ 
lina. Kau. 
lits recommendation of a 
collector cif internal revenue w as also 
disregarded, and his colleague. Sena­ 
tor Curtis, vvas allowed to name ihe 
man. 
Senator Bristow voiced his in­ 
dignation in an interview. 
Senator La Follette’s case was prob­ 
ably the most conspicuous. 
By an ar­ 
rangem ent with his colleague. Senator 
Stephenson, which was 
made under 
the adm inistration of Mr. Roosevelt, 
who acquiesced in the plan. Mr. Ste­ 
phenson was to be allowed to recom ­ 
mend the federal officers in the w est­ 
ern judicial district of Wisconsin, and 
Senator La Follette to make recom­ 
mendations for the eastern district. 
Senator Stephenson’* men were named 
and confirmed aud are now in office. 
Senator La F ollette made his recom­ 
mendation nearly a year ago. and a1 
though the terms expired about that 
time, the men who were then the in­ 
cumbents are still in office 
Further­ 
more, Senator Stephenson felt encour­ 
aged to recommend men to fill the en­ 
tices in the eastern district. and with­ 
in a few months he has put on file a 
recommendation for a district atter 
ney in the eastern district and for a 
collector of custom s in M ilwaukee in 
disregard 
of 
the 
arrangem ents 
by 
which the patronage was to be divided 
The administration went even fur­ 
ther in the ease of La Follette and 
turned down the senator's recom m en­ 
dation of a man for census supervisor 
in one of the congressional districts in 
W isconsin in face of the fact that La 
Follette was chairman of the census 
committee of the senate aud in a po­ 
sition to have held up nominations of 
census officers which were referred to 
his committee for a report, after being 
sent to the senate and before confirm­ 
ation. 
Tim senator from Wisconsin, 
how ever, made no reprisal, hut report­ 
ed tile nom inn t ions promptly. 
Immediately 
after 
tho 
Wisconsin 
primaries which renominated La Fol­ 
lette tile question of w hether his rec­ 
ommendations for federal offices were 
to be respected in the future in view 
of the apparent indorsement lie had re­ 
ceived from the Republicans of his 
state, was put up to tile adm inistra­ 
tion 
T he matter was considered in 
W ashington and in Beverly, and while 
no public announcement has yet been 
made with respect to La Follette indi­ 
vidually. His friends here have gained 
the impression in som e way that the 
president ".ill act favorably upon the 
senators recommendations in the fu 
tore. 
Senator Beveridge submitted one or 
two minor recommendations to gov­ 
ernment departments a few days ago 
and they were promptly honored.

stand that his recommendations as a

There are many references in the 
word of God to tile devil. 
The word 
“ devil” means "slanderer,” and in this 
particular we see his name illustrated 
in the book of J ob, where he slanders 
J ob before God. 
The name “ Satan,”

1 this is the word that is used, simply 
“ adversary." 
Hut Satan is particular­ 
ly the adversary of the human soul. 
Having lost his own spiritual position 
in relation to God, he is everlastingly 
engaged in leading the souls of men 
and women astray, that they may be 
as he is. 
This is also a characteristic 
of those whom Satan has won to sin 
and evil.

“ Resist the devil and he will flee from 
you.” 
Evil in any form is usually 
cowardly. 
Satan and sinful men seek 
easy victims, but are afraid of strong, 
vigilant souls. 
We should therefore 
resist him. (1) By submitting our souls 
to God. Then, with the armor of God 
around us, God will fight our battles, 
and God is more powerful than the 
devid.

It Slowly but Surely Destroys the Celle 
of tho Ercin. 
Modern sciein o lias l.rmigiit to light 
nothiug 
more 
curiously 
interesting 
than that worry will kill. 
More re­ 
markable still, it has been able to de­ 
termine just how worry does kill. 
It is believed by many scientists 
who 
have 
followed 
carefully 
the 
growth of the science of brain dis­ 
eases that scores of the deaths set 
down to their causes are due to worry 
and that alone. 
The theory is a sim­ 
ple one, so simple that any one can 
readily understand it. 
Briefly put, it amounts to this: Wor­ 
ry injures beyond repair certain cells 
of the brain, and, the brain being the 
nutritive center of the body, the other 
organs become gradually Injured, and 
when some diseases of these organs or 
a combination of them arises death 
finally ensues. 
Thus worry kills. 
Insidiously, like 
many other diseases. It creeps upon 
the brain in the form of a single, con­ 
stant, never lost idea, and as a drop­ 
ping of water over a period of years 
will wear a groove in the stone, so 
does worry gradually, imperceptibly 
and no less surely destroy the brain 
cells that lend all the rest, which are, 
so to speak, the commanding officers 
of mental power, health and motion. 
Worry, to 
make the theory still 
stronger, 
is an 
irritant at certain 
points, which produces little harm if 
it eoines at intervals or irregularly. 
Occasional worriraent the brain can 
cope with, lmt the Iteration and the 
reiteration of one idea of a disquiet- 
iug sort the cells of the brain are not 
proof against. 
It is as if the skull were laid bare 
and ttie surface of the brain struck 
lightly with a hammer every few sec­ 
onds with mechanical precision, with 
never a sign of a stop or the failure 
of a stroke. 
Just in this way does the 
annoying idea, the maddening thought 
that w ill m» t be done away with, strike 
or fall upon certain nerve cells, never 
ceasing, diminishing th*' vitality of the 
delicate organisms that are so minute 
that they can be seen only under the 
microscope.-Journal of Physiological 
Therapeutics.
